Seventy-three per cent. of the milling machinery came from 
Germany, while under “ Miscellaneous machinery” is included 
marine machinery, the greater part of which came from the United 
Kingdom.

The arrangement inaugurated on Ist January, 1907, whereby 
the names of British firms desirous of receiving contidential 
information as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those 
branches of trade in which they are specially interested, and as 
to other connected matters, are placed on a special Register at the 
Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade, has met 
with widespread approval, as evidenced by the steady increase in 
the number of names so registered. Hitherto no charge has been 
made for admission to the Register, the only requirement being 
subscription to the “‘ Board of Trade Journal.” ‘The great increase 
in the number of names inscribed, and in the amount of informa- 
tion distributed has, however, now rendered it necessary to make a 
small charge for the service, and accordingly on and after 1st April, 
1910, firms desirous of utilising this source of information will be 
required to pay an annual fee of one guinea to the Accountant 
General, Board of Trade, Whitehall Gardens, London, 8.W., for 
the service, including the supply of the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal,” 
instead of merely subscribing to the “Journal” as at present 
through the Government Sale Agents. British firms who wish to 
have their names registered should apply in writing to the Director, 
Commercial Intelligence Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, London, 
E.C., for the necessary form of application. 

Admission to the Register and retention upon it will be, as 
heretofore, at the discretion of the Board of 'T'rade. 

The confidential information which is communicated to firms 
upon the register is received from His Majesty’s Consular Officers 
in Foreign Countries, from His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and 
the Imperial Trade Correspondents in the British Dominions, and 
from other sources available to the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 

Note.—Apart from the Special Register arrangements referred 
to above, the Commercial Intelligence Branch is always ready 
to answer enquiries on specific subjects,* as far as possible, in the 
interests of British trade. 





BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 


Roumania—The “ Frankfurter Zeitung” recently stated that in 
Moldavia during last winter bankruptcies involving liabilities of 
nearly 250,0001. were recorded. For the most part these hit firms 
in Jassy. The failures, according to the “ Frankfurter Zeitung,” 
must not be attributed altogether to the bad harvests of the last 
few years, but rather to the loose way in which German and 
British (?) firms have been extending credits, without any regard to 
the capacity, solvency or prospects of Roumanian houses. Blame 
is also attached to the agents on the spot, who have misrepresented 
the facts and given foreigners a wrong impression in regard to 
prevailing conditions. It appears that even good firms have gone 
under owing to travellers forcing so many goods upon them that 
they have been unable to meet their bills on falling due. Foreign 
firms can put an end to this state of things by exercising more 
eaution in granting credit and by a more judicious selection 


of agents.

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Venezuela—The following information is from the report. by 
H.M. Consul at Ciudad Bolivar (Mr. C. de Lemos)-on the.trade. of 
that district in 1909, which will shortly be issued :— 

‘‘ In my report for the year 1908 I pointed out the channels 
through which imports here are effected, and stated that the trade for 
various reasons continued to be in the hands of middlemen 
These conditions have not changed nor are they likely to change 
within any measurable period of time. The stringent and com- 
plicated customs tariff, requiring special knowledge and training, 
together with the long credits demanded, make any direct dealings 
between the manufacturer or producer and the consumer here 
nearly if not quite impracticable. I am informed by leading 
merchants of the place that British manufactured articles hold 
their own in this market compared with other sources of supply, 
but there are no new openings for British trade that can be pointed 
out .. 
“The exports of Para rubber remained stationary as to quantity, 
but the great rise in price nearly doubled their value. Balata 
(block) was exported to the extent of 1,624 tons, which is the highest 
figure reached in one year. The high price prevailing for this 
article has stimulated its production. The system of felling the 
trees to collect the gum still continues and the productive forests 
are growing more and more distant from the base. ‘The extent of 
country bearing the balata trees appears to be, however, so great 
that as soon as one district is exhausted another is discovered, 
further away of course. Considering the total absence of modern 
transport facilities, and the fact that the product has to be carried 
from the forests over bad roads and tracks on donkey back or in ox 
wagons for distances exceeding 200 and 300 miles, it is surprising 
that the production is so well maintained. 

‘‘ Egret or white heron feathers show a small increase compared 
with the previous year. ‘The demand for them continues unabated, 
and prices have again ruled very high during the past year. 

“During the year 1909 this Consulate received various enquiries 
from manufacturers or consumers in the United Kingdom and in 
the colonies, with a view to the direct purchase here of some articles 
of produce which are exported from this port. It appears, how- 
ever, that this is neither practicable nor likely to prove advan- 
tageous. It is the custom of the merchants here who deal in the 
various articles of produce to ship everything to their agents or 
correspondents in Europe or the United States, to be realised at 
current market rates if not held for a rise. The European and 
American current quotations, which are transmitted by cable, are 
the bases for the local prices in the dealings between the merchants 
and the producers. As the market prices continually fluctuate it 
appears that no particular advantage can be gained by consumers 
making their purchases here rather than through brokers in Kurope 
or the States. For block balata it appears that occasionally con- 
tracts for forward delivery are entered into by the shippers. These 
contracts are to some extent of a speculative nature and ‘ean ‘be 
entered into at home in the same way as here.” 
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Bangkok.—The following information is from the report by the 
Acting British Consul at Bangkok (Mr. W. N. Dunn) on the 
trade of that district in 1908-9, which will shortly be issued :— 

The value of the tical, which in November, 1906, had been fixed 
at 1s. 6d., was again raised by the Siamese Government in 
December, 1907, to 1s. 64d. The reason for this was that, by the 
provision of the Gold Currency Law of Siam, it is intended later 
to introduce a gold coinage, and with the tical at 1s. 6d. it would be 
difficult to state accurately in Siamese weights the amount of gold 
in a 10-picul piece. The bank rate has closely approximated 
to the Government rate throughout the year, but the Government 
have been compelled from time to time to support the exchange by 
selling sterling. Notwithstanding the handicap which exporters 
allege the high exchange has placed on their operations, and the 
complaints which importers make as to depression in business, it is 
clear from the returns of both imports and exports that a large and 
increasing trade is being done in Bangkok. In the export trade 
the competition among rice millers for the paddy brought to 
market is as great as ever, and has contributed as much to the 
unsatisfactory results reported as the operations of a high exchange. 
In the import trade the increase in the number of importers has 
disturbed the conditions of the market and rendered the position 
less satisfactory for all concerned. In March, 1909, owing to the 
difficulties in which, from their recklessness, certain firms had be- 
come involved, an attempt was made to get all importers to agree 
to restrict the terms of credit. The idea, however, came to 
nothing, as it was felt by the substantial firms, and especially 
by those whose operations on the market had been confined to 
sound business transactions, that a natural solution of the difficulty 
would be found in the gradual extinction of the weaker firms. It 
is believed that the situation has now somewhat improved, though 
many of the firms have had to bear heavy losses.

China.—The United States Chargé d’Affaires at Peking has 


furnished to his Government the following information concerning 
the letting of contracts and the supplying of materials to con- 
tractors for the Chinese Government, which, he says, applies fully 
to building construction in North China and, in great degree, 
throughout the Chinese Empire :— 

The Chinese Government have no rules, printed or otherwise, for 
letting contracts, or for buying materials. ‘The man on the spot 
with the lowest price and quickest delivery gets the work. Ninety 
per cent. of all the building done in China is done by Chinese con- 
tractors. When foreign material is specified, such as heating 
plants, plumbing, electric light plants, light fixtures, constructional 
steel, &c., tenders for these materials, either delivered on the 
ground or put in place, are invited from the many foreign firms 
in Tientsin or Shanghai. ‘These firms hold agencies for the 
materials required, and all arrangements are made with them. 
Neither the foreign engineer nor the native contractor deals directly 
with the home houses, as it saves much trouble to deal with large 
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houses well established in China. The prices of the latter include 
freights, duties, &c., and, where necessary, quotations are given 
including landing the goods where wanted, and putting them in 
position. 

Unless connections are male with a well-established firm, or a 
permanent agency for a special line of goods created, there is little 
chance of introducing foreign building material into China. Asthe 
large firms have their own expert engineers, a contractor can get 
fair prices quoted for everything at short notice. These firms make 
it their business to be closely in touch with all proposed work, both 
Government and private. ‘'he terms of payment usually offered 
by the Government are one-third on arrival of shipping docu- 
ments, one third on delivery, and one-third on acceptance. These 
Government terms were varied considerably during the last year, 
however ; in order to help the foreign firms, as money was tight 
and exchange bad, the Government paid on several occasions 
one-half on signature of contract and one-half on completion of 


work. 





COAL INDUSTRY OF BRITISH INDIA. 


The Board of Trade have received, from the Director-General of 
Commercial Intelligence at Calcutta, particulars relating to the 
coal mining industry of India, from which the following informa- 
tion is extracted :— 

Production.—A table is given showing the quantity of coal 
produced in each province in India in each year from 1878 to 1908. 
In 1878 the total amounted to 1,015,210 tons; by 1908 it had 
risen to 12,769,635 tons. In 1878 the only fields worked were the 
Raniganj and Giridih fields in Bengal and the mines in the Central 
Provinces. The Raniganj field held the first place as regards pro- 
duction up to 1905, but now stands second, its output in 
1908 being 4,221,781 tons, or 33 per cent. of the year’s total 
production. Jherria, which was opened in 1893, had the largest 
production in 1907, viz., 5,179,185 tons, or 46°5 per cent. of the 
total, and increased its lead in 1908 by yielding nearly 63 million 
tons, or about half of the total production. ‘'he production of the 
Giridih field in 1908 fell to 782,763 tons, or 6°1 per cent. of the 
total. The Daltonganj field was opened in 1901; it yielded, in 
1908, 96,391 tons. These four coal-fields are all situated in the 
province of Bengal, which produced about 90 per cent. of the coal 
raised in India in 1908. 

Outside Bengal, the most important mines are those at Singareni, 
in the Nizam’s territory. Work was begun here in 1887, and 
progress has been more rapid than in any other place outside 
Bengal. The Umaria mine, in the Rewa State in Central India, 
was opened in 1884. Its progress was steady up to the year 1903, 
when the maximum production of 195,277 tons was reached. 
Since then there has been a slightly smaller output. In the 
Central Provinces the Mohpani mine was opened in 1860 and the 
Warora mine in 1871. The production in the Central Provinces 
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in 1908 was the highest on record (213,789 tons). Between 1902 
and 1906 the output decreased considerably, and the Government 
mines at Warora, which produced 123,015 tons out of 147,265 tons 
produced in the Central Provinces in 1905, were shut down in 
1906. On the other hand, the production at Ballarpur showed a 
iarge increase in 1908, and the output of the Pench Valley 
mines reached 120,249 tons. 

In every year since 1886 the production of the Indian coal mines 
has been greater than in the preceding year. The output of 1908— 
about 123 million tons—represents an increase of about 14} per 
cent. as compared with 1907 and 304 per cent. as compared with 
1906.

Exports.*—The exports of Indian wit (not including its 
coal) increased in proportion to the production up to the year 
1906-7, but there has been a decrease in the two years 1907-8 and 
1908-9. On the average of the five years, 1899-1900 to 1903-4, 
the exports were 7°02 per cent. of the total production of Indian 
coal, but the exports of the following five years, 1904-5 to 1908-9, 
averaged 7°28 per cent. of the production. Almost all the coal 
shipped as private merchandise from India is sent from Calcutta. 
Ceylon and the Straits Settlements are the two principal markets 
for Indian coal, and of the total quantity shipped in 1908-9, 62 per 
cent. was declared for Ceylon and 19 per cent. for the Straits. In 
1905-6 and 1906-7, Indian coal took the place of Japanese coal in 
Hongkong; no shipments, however, to Hongkong took place 
in 1907-8, and only 2 tons were exported there in 1908-9. 
On the other hand, Sumatra took more coal from India and is 
now her third best customer (15 per cent.). From 1902-5 till 
1906-7, the total exports increased rapidiy till they reached 
935,350 tons. The year 1907-8 showed a decrease of over 
200,000 tons as compared with the preceding year, and in 1908-9 
there was a further decrease of over 150,0V00 tons, all countries, 
except Sumatra (in 1907-8) and Java (in 1908-9), taking less 
quantities. 

Consumption.*—In the three years 1906-7 to 1908-9, the 
quantity of coal left available for consumption in the country was

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9,104,873 tons, 10,726,771 tons and 12,658,820 tons respectively ; 
of which 8 847,900 tons, 10,419,458 tons and 12,198,053 tons 
respectively were Indian coal.

Values and Prices.—The “‘ value” of the coal produced in India 
is reported annually by mine owners. The figures represent the 
actual or estimated wholesale price of coal at the pit’s mouth. The 

“ average value” per ton, as thus defined, of all the coal produced 
in each province in India was 3 rupees 6 annas in 1890 and 
3 rupees 15 annas in 1908; the lowest “ value,” reached in 1905, 
was 2 rupees 8 annas. In India the coal now being worked (is 
near the surface, and labour is cheap; as a consequence: Indian 
coal has a comparatively low price at the pit’s mouth. 

Capital Employed.—The total amount of capital employed in 
the coal-mining industry cannot be stated, as reports are received 
from joint stock companies only, and the capital employed by 
private individuals and syndicates is unknown. There were 121 
joint stock companies at work in Bengal on the 3lst March, 
1909. These companies produced 82 per cent. of the total output 
of the Bengal coal-fields in 1908. Outside Bengal there were only 
four joint stock companies at work in that year. In addition to 
these, four companies were registered in the period April to 
November, 1909. Only five of the companies at work on the 31st 
March, 1909, had a paid-up capital of Rs. 15,00,000 (100,000/.) or 


more each.

NOTICE TO INVESTORS IN LANDED PROPERTY 
IN JAVA. 

The Board of Trade desire to warn British subjects who may 
contemplate acquiring an interest in landed estate in Java that a 
Bill is now under the consideration of the Legislature of the 
Netherlands providing for the compulsory expropriation of private 
owners. 

The Bill provides that, after the Governor-General by an Ordi- 
nance declares that a certain estate or estates shall be restored to 
the State Domain, the transfer of title may, failing a mutual 
agreement, be ordered by judicial sentence, which shall fix the 
amount of compensation to be paid. 
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DEVELOPMENT OF GERMAN PROTECTORATES IN 
1908-9. 

H.M. Embassy at Berlin have forwarded a translation of 
Memoranda recently presented to the Reichstag on the subject of 
the development of the German Protectorates during the year 
ended 31st March, 1909, from which the following particulars have 
been extracted :— 


German East Africa.—An extension of the Usambara railway 
from Mombo to Buiko (45 miles), the cost of which was estimated 
at 3,850,000 marks (mark = 11°8d.), was opened in July, 1909. 
The line from Dar-es-Salaam to the interior was opened as far 
as Morogoro in December, 1907: the construction of the extension 
to Tabora was very much furthered during 1908-9. 

The plantations in the Protectorate in the hands of Europeans 
increased during the year 1908-9 from 300 to 364; there was an 
increase in the extent of land given up to the cultivation of rubber 
(Manihot Glaziovii), cotton, kapok and the coconut; while the land 
devoted to coffee plantations decreased. The exports of commodi- 
ties collected by natives, viz., wax, caoutchouc and copal, decreased 
from about 1,060 tons in 1907, valued at 3,500,000 marks, 
to about 826 tons in 1908, valued at 2,000,000 marks. ‘The culti- 
vation of the coconut palm has increased, but the export of 
copra in 1908 nevertheless decreased to 3,507,550 kilograms, 
valued at 806,202 marks. Ground nuts are cultivated to an 
increased extent, the total export in 1908 being 1,913,031 kilo. 
grams (kilogram = 2°204 lIbs.), valued at 344,279 marks. There 
was an increase in the production and export of sesame, the 
quantity exported in 1908 being 849,132 kilograms, of a value of 
199,200 marks. Although cotton cultivation has become more 
widely extended among the natives, it is not yet possible to give 
a definite opinion with regard to the results of the experiment 
made. ‘The expectation that the export of Buboka coffee would 
increase has been fulfilled, the amount exported in 1908 being 
284,445 kilograms, valued at 90,944 marks, as against 182,371 
kilograms, valued at 64,713 marks, in the previous year. The 
export of sugar again decreased in 1908. The quantity of tobacco 
produced by the natives increased, and the export rose from 69,564 
kilograms in 1907 to 103,549 kilograms in 1908, but the value 
decreased from 59,969 marks to 50,017 marks. 

The production of coffee by Europeans advanced considerably, 
and the export rose from 442,214 kilograms in 1907 to 722,585 
kilograms in 1908. Although conditions were not favourable for 
the production of sisal, the export increased from 2,830,342 kilo- 
grams to 3,896,749 kilograms. On account of the extraordinary 
variations in the price of caoutchouc, rather less enterprise was 
shown; prices were very low during the year. Almost the only 
kind of rubber cultivated is Cearé (Manihot Glaziovir). Cotton 
cultivation in large plantations belonging to Europeans made 
fair progress, while the small plantations declined. 

During the year 1908-9 an association was formed of German, 
French, and Swiss firms for the exportation of silk cocoons from 
the Victoria Nyanza district. In 1908, 25:5 tons of ivory, with a 
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value of 561,946 marks, were exported by sea, as against 24 tons, 


valued at 644,287 marks, in 1907. 
The values of the imports (exclusive of gold and railway 
material) and exports in 1908, as compared with 1907, were as

Germany took the first place in the trade of the Protectorate, 
with 52°29 per cent. in 1908, as against 48°15 per cent. in the 
previous year. 


Cameroons.—T'he work in connection with the construction of 
the North Eastern railway from Duala to the Manenguba 
mountains advanced considerably during the year 1908-9, and in 
September, 1909, 108 kilometres of the line were, to a limited 
extent, opened to public traffic. 

The economic importance of the Cameroons is based on the 
export of products collected by the natives, e.g., caoutchouc, palm 
kernels and palm oil, and is greatly influenced by the prices of the 
international market. Hitherto the railways have not been suffi- 
ciently developed to have any influence on tlfe economic progress 
of the Protectorate. 

In the year 1908 the export of caoutchouc was 1,214,320 kilo- 
grams, valued at 4,779,740 marks, as against 1,492,811 kilograms, 
valued at 7,641,124 marks, in the previous year. The principal 
rubber districts are the Denden Territory on the Upper Sanaga. 
and the neighbouring districts of Dume, Betare and Beri. The 
export of oil-palm products also decreased, the figures being as 
follows :—

A new oil fruit, the produce of the Ajab tree (Mimusops Djave) 
was exported in 1908 to the extent of 183,697 kilograms, valued 
at 2(!.610 marks, most of which went to the United Kingdom. 
Kola nuts were exported to the extent of 83,469 kilograms, valued 
at 34,285 marks; the inland consumption was also considerable. 
Native plantations are as yet of but slight importance. 

Among European undertakings the cacao plantations are the 
most important ; the area under this cuitivation in 1908 was 
7,078 hectares (hectare = 2°47 acres). The quantity of cacao 
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exported in 1908 was 2,447,253 kilograms, valued at 2,654,213 
marks, as compared with 1,797,614 kilograms, valued at 2,704,260 
marks, in 1907. The product of the caoutchouc plantations is 
still relatively unimportant. The area cultivated increased from 
2.074 hectares in 1907 to 2,992 hectares in 1908. ‘There are 
about 4,000,000 trees.

Of the total trade in 1998, which shows a decrease of 12 per 
cent. on that of the previous year, Germany contributed 74°6 per 
cent., as compared with 78:1 per cent. in 1907, and the United 
Kingdom 21°4 per cent., as compared with 19°8 per cent. in the 
previous year. ‘The value of German textile goods imported 
decreased from 4,000,000 marks to 2,500,000 marks, and that of 
British textile goods from 2,400,000 marks to 2,000,000 marks. 


Togo.—On Ist April, 1908, the means of communication were 
taken over on a lease by the ‘‘ Deutsche Kolonial-Eisenbahn Bau- 
und Betriebs-Gesellschaft.” The Imperial Colonial Office also 
came to an agreement with this company with regard to the pre- 
paratory work for the projected railway (‘‘ Hinterlandbahn ”) from 
Lome to Atakpame, a distance of about 175 kilometres. A 
further agreement is to be made for the construction of the line.

The export of caoutchouc collected by the natives decreased 

eatly as the result of the low price on the European market, 
147,051 kilograms, of a value of 587,022 marks, being exported in 
1908, as compared with 163,794 kilograms, valued at 1,094,517 
marks, in the previous year.

German South West Africa.—During 1908 the imports of cattle 

and sheep increased to a great extent. ‘Throughout the Protec- 
torate a great number of horses and mules died from pest. There 
was a great advance in farming and cattle breeding during the 
year. 
The most important event in the mining industry was the dis- 
covery of diamonds in the neighbourhood of Luderitz Bay, and in 
the desert sand at many places on the coast as far south as the 
Orange River. The Luderitz Bay fields contain only small stones, 
weighing up to one carat, while further south the stones are, on the 
whole, larger and in many cases weigh several carats. The entire 
diamond tr ade has been converted into a Government monopoly, to 
be worked by a group of German banks and companies under the 
name of the ‘“ Diamanten-Regie des Deutschsudwestafrikanischen 
Schutzgebiets.” 

With regard to the trade of the Protectorate, the year 1908 must 
be regarded as the first normal year since the native rising. The 
increase over the previous year is shown by the following figures :—

The exports of copper ore amounted to 5,013,485 marks. 
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Breweries take the first place among the industrial enterprises 
of the Protectorate. The manufacture of shoes and dyeing are 
also making considerable progress. 


German New Guinea (Old Protectorate: Bismarck Archipelago, 
Solomon Islands and Kaiser-Wilhelmsland).—The export of sea 
products—mother of pearl, tortoise shell and trepang—decreased in 
value during the year 1908. An area of 18,255 hectares was under 
cultivation in plantations, an increase of 1,467 hectares over the 
previous year. ‘lhe exports of copra rose from 5,694 tons in 1907 
to 6,285 tons in 1908, while the value fell from 1,807,000 marks 
to 1,549,000 marks. 


German New Guinea (Island Territory). 

East Carolines—The discovery of phosphate in the German 
Micronesian Islands has given them an economic importance un- 
dreamt of a few years ago. The East and Central Carolines have 
not, however, had an immediate share in this development. The 
Truk group, which are inhabited by over 14,000 natives, promise 
by their position, fertility and the considerable copra production in 
them to become in a few years a valuable possession in the 
Eastern and Central Carolines. 

West Carolines, Pelew, Mariannes.—The year 1908 was an 
important one for this group. In April the commercial houses of 
Jap received a renewed permission to deal in copra, and since 
August the ships of the Austral-Japan line of the North German 
Lloyd have called regularly twice a month at Jap. The German 
South Sea Phosphate Company was founded for the working of the 
phosphate fields of Pelew. In February 1909, work was begun in 
Angaur. 

The value of the imports into the islands in 1908 amounted to 
389,292 marks, as compared with 487,697 marks in 1907, and the 
value of the exports to 231,341 marks, as against 255,200 marks. 

Marshall Islands.—The production of copra increased from 
2,038,262 kilograms in 1907 to 3,560,899 kilograms in 1908, an 
increase due principally to the fact that the consequences of the 
typhoon have been more and more overcome. ‘lhe values of the 
total imports and exports of the islands were as follows :—

The rise in exports was due muinly to the increased output of 
phosphate and copra. 

The imports from the United Kingdom and Australia increased, 
while those from other countries declined. The greater part of the 
copra exported, 1,627,577 kilograms, went to Germany. Phosphate 
is exported principally to Australia, which received in 1908 
39,319,000 kilograms.

CANADA-UNITED STATES. 


The Board of Trade are in receipt, through the Foreign Office, 
of telegraphic information from H.M. Ambassador at Washington 
to the effect that an announcement was to be made on 30th March 
simultaneously at Ottawa and Washington of the terms of the 
arrangement by virtue of which the Canadian import duties on 
certain articles will be reduced, and Canadian products generally 
will continue to be admitted into the United States at the rates of 
the minimum tariff. 

Details of the reductions in Canadian import duties, which will 
be made applicable to imports from all countries, are not yet 
available, but will be given in a subsequent issue of the “ Board of 
Trade Journal.”

Trade in 
nnn this article fell off during 1908, owing to the fall 
Cultivation. this article fell off during 1908, owing to the fa 
in prices in Europe; during 1909 it improved, 
but was affected adversely by the prohibition of the sale of guns and 
powder, for which there is a great demand amongst the natives. 
The planting of Para rubber is being taken up in the Island of 
Fernando Po, one firm having about 3,000 trees growing well, of 
which about 500 have been raised from Ceylon seed and 2,500 
from local seed. The larger trees, which are seven years old, have 
been tapped, but only to ascertain the flow of latex, which is said to 
be. greater than from trees in the gardens at Victoria, in the 
Cameroons. Another firm has about 50U trees from seed obtained 
from plantations in the Eket district, Eastern province, Southern 
Nigeria. The climate and soil of Fernando Po appear to be 
generally suitable for the cultivation of Parad rubber.

JAPAN. 


The Canadian ‘Trade Commissioner at Yokohama (Mr. G. A. 
ee Harris) states, in a recent-report to his Govern- 
Rearing ment, that the Japanese Government directly 
encourage horse breeding by maintaining two 
stud farms at Hiroshima and Ishikari. For stocking these farms 
they import thoroughbreds for breeding purposes, and distribute 
their colts throughout the country. Some of the Prefectural 
Governments also have farms on a smaller scale for the same pur- 
pose. In addition there are extensive farms owned by private 
individuals where the improvement of the breeding not only of, 
horses, but also of other live stock is carried on. The largest of , 
these is the Koiwoi farm, situated near Morioka, and owned.by 
Baron Iwasaki. 
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Before the Russian war, Japan consumed very little meat. 
During the campaign, however, the soldiers were supplied with 
meat, and since then its use has become more general among the 
Japanese. As pasturage in Japan is limited, most of the hills being 
covered with bamboo grass, cattle raising is confined to certain 
localities. Most of the cattle in Japan are in the Settsu district, 
but as the northern part of the mainland and Hokkaido have good 
pasturage, several large farms have been started there with success. 
The Government recognise that it pays to have the best stock, and 
are importing thoroughbred bulls and cows from different parts of 
the world. The calves are distributed throughout the country. 
About 42 per cent. of the total imports are used for breeding 
purposes, the remainder being consumed as food.

In the closing months of 1909 there was a sudden development 
in Tokio and Yokohama of the use of solid rubber tyres for jinriki- 
shas, and there is little doubt but that the fashion will spread to 
nearly all the large towns in the provinces. The price naturally 
varies considerably according to the quality, but it appears that a 
pair of wheels. with tyres costs from 26 yen to 34 yen (yen = 
28. O$d.), and the tyres alone from 14°5 yen to 18 yen a pair 
(the diameter of the wheel: is 42 inches).: It is estimated 
that these tyres will last two years, but as they have only 
been in use a short time it is impossible to judge. On the 
other hand British imported tyres used by the brokers have 
lasted for over ten years; similar tyres. now cost 3(Q yen. 
Most of the tyres now coming into use are manufactured 
locally, though some few are imported. All the Japanese firms- 
making tyres also manufacture rubber soles for the “tabi” or blue 
socks which the rikisha men wear ; they also make rubber balls and 
various other rubber goods. There are many small factories with 
from 10 to 15 hands, especially’ in Osaka. The principal con- 
sumers of rubber are the electric wire works, which manufacture 
articles for the use of the army and navy. ‘'wo companies are 
installing plants for making waterproofs for the navy. Japan 
imports supplies of crude rubber from the Straits Settlements, ‘the ’ 
Dutch East Indies; the United Kingdom and: Ameéri¢a. Plantations 
have been made'in Formosa; and wild rubber is also found there. °:
